For months now, television crews have been filming, edit- 
ing, and arranging a tribute befitting this American legend 
and his ultimate goal. Scheduled to air on CBS-TV, Saturday, 
December 12, at 8 p.m., "Walt Disney ... One Man's Dream” 
is a two-hour spectacular blending documentary, dramati- 
zation, and musical interpretations into a story of how a boy 
raised in a small Missouri town became one of the greatest 
influences on the American spirit. 

Much of the program was filmed here at Walt Disney World 
including the closing production number, “We Can Do It,” 
sung by cast members on Main Street, U.S.A., and construc- 
tion crews working on the site. 

Michael Landon, star of ‘Little House on the Prairie,” hosts 
the special which includes first-ever film clips of Walt's child- 
hood and behind-the-scenes footage of Walt Disney World. 

Joining him as guest stars are Mac Davis, Marie Osmond, 
Carl Reiner, Dick Van Dyke and Ben Vereen. Special ap- 
pearances by Julie Andrews, Mikhail Baryshnikov, Walter 
Cronkite, Buckminster Fuller, Beverly Sills, and Andy 
Warhol are also incorporated in the program. 








The show opens on the construction site as Michael ex- 
plains, “Epcot Center is the realization of Walt's dream to 
recreate the past, understand the present, and probe the 
future. And on October 1, 1982, after more than two decades 
of planning, two years of construction, at a cost of $800 mil- 
lion, the gates will open on that dream.” 


In flashback to a re-creation of Walt's childhood in Mar- 
celine, Mo., vocalist Mac Davis sings “All Roads Lead Back 
To Marceline,” while the young Walts dreams begin to 
unfold. 


In 1926, Walt was Hollywood-bound. With his childhood 
visions intact, he opened an animation studio. After limited 
success and a fair share of disappointment, he then created a 
character who was to become more famous than any em- 
peror, more loved than any king, more recognizable to more 
people than any other character in history ... Mickey Mouse. 


Deciding to star Mickey in “Steamboat Willie,” the first-ever 
sound cartoon, Walt is confronted by Carl Reiner whose 
character in the two-hour tribute is a combination of all the 
moneymen who stood in Walt's way throughout his life. 
Carl's reaction to the revolutionary idea? “A talking mouse! 
Walt, I'm sorry to have to be the one to break the news to you,

but in the grand scheme of things, 
mice do not talk.” 

This new form of entertainment 
proved a phenomenal success al- 
though each of Walt's ideas evoked a 
similar reaction from Carl, whether 
for "Flowers and Trees,” the first full- 
color cartoon, “Snow White,” the first 
feature-length animated film, or 
Fantasia,” the first all-musical ani- 
mated feature with no dialogue. 
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Walt's list of successes continued to 
grow, along with a series of new 
characters including: Minnie Mouse, 
Donald Duck, Goofy, Pluto, Jiminy 
Cricket, etc. “Friends,” an elaborate 
production number featuring Ben 
Vereen and 14 Disney characters, 
presents a joyful musical look into 
this special land of fantasy and fairy 
tales. 

Never content to rest on his laurels, 
he forever dreamed far beyond his 
most recent success. However, de- 
spite his achievements in motion 
pictures, when he decided to build a 
$17 million amusement park in 
Southern California, his project was 
greeted with widespread skepticism, 
even derision. But like all his other 
dreams, Disneyland became a real- 
ity and 16 years later, on October 1, 
1971, a second Magic Kingdom was 
dedicated within Walt Disney World. 

In a behind-the-scenes musical 
number, “You Can Do It,” Dick Van 
Dyke leads a tour through the various 
divisions — painting, costuming, 
sculpting — involved in the concep- 
tion and execution of the theme 
parks. | 

Another of Walt's impossible 
dreams was to create figures that 
would simulate the actions of living 
creatures. “Magic,” an extravagant 
production number featuring Marie 
Osmond and a multiplicity of 
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Audio-Animatronic birds, dem- 
onstrates the success of this concept. 

Finally, the special culminates 
with an on-site look at Walt's ultimate 
vision, Epcot Center, where welll 
soon be able to board a time 
machine, enter the Stone Age, travel 
to the future or visit a Universe of 
Energy.
